Guido's  work  was  pablilhed  at 
Cologne  in  1477,  agun  1x801  at  Slrafburgh  i486,  ttaAihAm

A^ain,  Feb,  7, 
i6oz;  "  Thebookeof  TroilusandCreffida,  asit  isafledbymy 
Lo.  Chamberlain's  men."  The  fifft  of  thefe  entries  is  in  the 
name  of  Edward  Whiilb,  the  fecond  in  that  of  M.  Roberta. 
Again,  Jan.  28, 1608,  entered  by  Rich.  Bonian  and  Hen.  What. 
Jey,  "  A  booke  called  the  hiftoiy  of  Troilus  and  Creffida."

Trailui  ai^d  Crijfida.^  Before  this  play  of  freilas  and  Criffida, 
printed  in  1609,  is  a  bookfeller's  preface,  ibewing  tliat  firfi  im- 
preffion  to  have  been  before  the  play  had  been  afted,  and  that  it 
wa»piib!ifhed  wichonc  Shakfpeare's  knowledge,  from  a  copy  that 
kad  fallen  into  the  bookfelter's  hands.  Mr.  Dryden  thinks  this 
one  of  the  £tfl  of  our  author's  plays:  but,  on  the  contrary,  it 
nay  be  judged,  from  the  fore-mention cd  preface,  that  it  was  one 
of  his  lafl ;  and  the  great  number  of  obfervacions,  both  tnora] 
and  politic,  with  which  this  piece  is  crowded  more  than  any 
•ther  of  his,  feems  to  confirm  my  opinion.     Pope. 

We  may  learn  from  this  preface,  that  the  original  proprietor! 
of  Shakfpeare's  plays  thought  it  their  interefl  to  keep  them  ua- 
printed.  The  author  of  it  adds,  at  theconclufion,  thefe  words  : 
"  Thank  fortune  for  the  'fcape  it  hath  made  among  you,  fince, 
liy  the  grand  pofleflbrs  wills,  i  believe  yon  ihonld  rather  have 
prayed  ftr  them,  than  have  been  prayed,"  Sic.  By  the^iM^ 
fafftffoTi,  I  fuppofe,  were  meant  Hming  and  CsndiU.  It  appears 
that  the  rival  playhoufes  at  that  time  made  frequent  depreda- 
tions on  one  another's  copies.  In  the  Induftion  to  the  Malt' 
etnliHl,  written  by  Webfter,  and  augmented  by  Marfton,  1606, 
is  the  following  pafTage  : 

•<  I  wonder  you  would  play  it,  another  company  having  tnte* 
left  in  it."

This  note  was  not  merely  inferted  to  cxpofe  the  era.p  of  am- 
therfiif,  but  to  Ihow  thc/riV<  which  was  andentty  paid  for  the 
copy  of  a  play,  and  to  afceriain  the  tiamt  of  the  writer  of  Ortatidt 
furie/c, wnich  was  not  bithertn  known.  Griiae  appears  to  have 
been  the  firll  poet  in  England  who  fold  the, fame  piece  to  diffe- 
rent people.  Ftltaire  Kt  much  belied,  if  he  hai  not  followed  his 
example.     Collins. 

Notwithflanding  what  has  been  faid  by  a  !ati  editor,  I  have  a 
copy  of  Xiicfrft folio,  including  Troilai  und  Crcjfda.  Indeed,  as 
I  have  juft  now  obfcrved,  it  was  at  tirit  either  unkaotua  or  forgot- 
tm.  It  does  not  however  appear  in  the  lif  ai  the  plays,  ::nd  is 
thrnfi  in  between  the  hifturiti  and  the  tragtdiei  without  any  enu- 
meration of  the  pages ;  except,  I  think,  on  one  leaf  only.

It  is  to  be  remembered,  that 
the  ancient  heroes  never  fought  on  horfeback ;  nor  does  their 
manner  of  fighting  in  chariots  feem  to  require  lefs  aftivity  than

It  is  true  that  the  heroes  of  Homef^Acrer  fought  on  horfeback  ; 
yet  fuch  of  them  as  make  a  fecond  appearance  in  the  ^nad, 
like  their  antagoniAs  the  Rutulians,  had  cavalry  among  tbeir 
troops.  Little  can  be  inferred  from  the  manner  in  whicli, 
Afcanins  and  the  yonng  nobility  of  Troy  are  introdaced  at  the 
conclufion  of  the  funeral  games,  as  Vitgil  very  probably,  at  the 
eirpence  of  an  anachronifm,  meant  to  pay  a  complimeitt  to  th£ 
military  exercifes  inllituted  by  Julius  C»far,  and  improved  by 
Auguftus.  It  appears  from  different  pafTages  in  this  play,  that 
HeAor  fights  on  horfeback  ;  and  it  Ihould  De  remembered,  thac  , 
Shakfpeare  was  indebted  for  moft  of  his  materials  to  a  book 
which  enumerates  Efdras  and  Pythagoras  among  the  baftard  chil^ 
dren  of  king  Priamus.  Shakfpeare  might  have  been  led  into  his 
millake  by  the  manner  in  which  Chapman  has  tranllated  feveral 
parts  of  the  Iliad,  where  the  heroes  mount  their  chariots  or  de^ 
fcend  from  them.  ThusB.  6.  fpeakingof  Glaucas  andDioffled: 
<>  .-wFrom  b»rft  thea  both  dcfcend,"    Stbbtbiti.

Several  othen  knew  e^h  a  ^t- 
r^  pan  of  riie  fecret;  txt,  chat  Troy  could  not  be  taken  nnlefs 
Achilles  went  to  the  war  ;  another,  that  it  could  not  fall  while 
h  had  the  fallaJium  ;  and  lb  on.  Bot  the  lecrer,  that  It  was 
abfblntely  to  fall,  was  known  to  none.-^^The  fenfc  here  given 
will  admitof  bo  difpute  amongft  thofe  who  know  how  acceptable 
*/ttr  was  amongft  the  Greek).  So  that  this  Calchas,  lih  « irut 
fritfi.  If  it  needs  muft  be  fb,  went  where  he  could  exercife  his 
proAffon  with  moft  advantage.  For  it  being  much  lefs  common 
ifflongft  die  Greeks  than  the  Afiatici,  there  wonld  be  a  greater 
demand  for  it.     Warexjutoh,

the  Neoptolemas  of  this  worthy  chronicler.     He  was  told,  to  no 

Eorpore,  that  this  fancy  was  abfurd.  For  firfi,  Wynken's  Neopto-

'  charaflerhcregiven.  Secondly,  It  is  not  to  be  imagined  that  th,e 
poet  Ihonld  on  this  occafion  make  Heftor  refer  to  a  charaAer  not 
in  the  play,  and  never  lb  much  as  mentioned  on  any  other  occa- 
fion.

THIS  play  is  more  correAly  written  than  moAorShakf^eare'i 
comporitioBs,  but  it  is  not  one  of  thofe  ih  which  either  the  ex- 
tent of  his  vieiysor  elevation  ofhis  fancy  is  Tally  difpliyed.  At 
the  fiory  abounded  with  materials,  he  hu  exerted  Jitdc  inveo. 
tion  ;  hut  he  has  divcrilfied  his  characters  with  great  Variety,  and 
nreferved  them  with  ^at  cxaflnift.  His  vicious  characters 
fomctimes  difgnft,  but  ca'niiot  corrupt,  For  both  CreOida  and  Pan- 
darns  arc  detelled  and  contemned.  The  comic  charafteri  fecm 
to  have  been  the  favourites  of  the  writer  ;  they  are  of  ihe  faperfi- 
cial  kind,  and  exhibit  more  of  manners  ^ah  nature  (but  they  are 
copioQtly  filled  ajid  powerfully  iinprelTed.  Shakrpearejia]  in  hii 
ftory  followed,  for  the  greater  part,  the  old  book  of  Caxion, 
which  was  then  very  popular  j  but  Ihe  ch4raft=r  of  Therlitcs,  of 
which  it  makes  no  mention^  is  a  proof  that  this  play  was  written 
after  Chapman  had  pnblifhed  his  virfio'n  (A Hgmtf:     JoiIhsdn.

"  This  plant,  which  is  caUnl  of  fame  SItyrtits  of  Pern,  is  gene- 
rally of  us  called />a/a/Hi,  or  A/«^y—— There  ia  not  anythnt 
hath  written  of  this  plan  t-'-thereforet  1  refer  the  defcription  there-  , 
',nf  unto  thole  chat  Itiall  hereafter  have  further  knowledge  of  the* 
fame.  Yet  I  hare  had  in  my  gu-dea  divert  roots  (that  I  bought 
at  the  Exchange  in  London)  where  ihey  flonrilhed  until  winter, 
at  which  time  they  per'tHied  and  rotted.  They  art  ufed  to  be 
eaten  roaded  in  the  aSiet.

Gerard  elfewhere  obferves  in  hi»  Herbal,  that  "  patattii  may 
ferve  as  a  groand  or  foundation  whereon  the  cunning  confeflioner 
or  fngar-baker  may  worke  and  frame  many  comfortable  confervea 
and  Ttjlarativt  fweetmeats," 

The  fame  venerable  botanill  likewlfe  adds,  that  thtjlalk  ofckt' 
harrt  "  being  eaten  rawe  with  fait  and  pepper,  or  boiled  in  the 
broth  of  fat  meat,  ispleafant  to  be  eaten,  a.aA  fiirrilb  up  veaertal 
wMient.     It  likewife  ftrengtheneth  the  iaci,  Stc." 

Speaking  of  Jatet,  he  (ays,  that  "  thereof  be  made  divers  ex- 
cellent cordial  cwnfortable'  and  nourilhing  medicines,  and  that 
procure  /ijtf  a/tie  hedy  'verj  mgblily."  He  alfo  mentions  juiucti 
as  having  the  fame  virtues. 

We  may  likewife  add,  that  Shakfpeare's  own  authority  /or 
the  efficacy  of  jaincet  and  JaUt  is  not  wanting.  He  has  certainly 
introduced  them  both  as  proper  to  be  employed  in  the  liredding 
dtntier  of  Paris  and  Juliet : 

"   They  call  for  dalii  and  quinces  in  the  paflry." 

It  appears  from  Dr.  Campbell's  Pelilieal  Surviy  af  Griat-Bri- 
tBtn,  th&t  peiaiBts  were  brought  into  Ireland  about  the  year  1610, 
and  that  they  came  firlt  from  Ireland  into  Lancafhire.  It  wai 
however  forty  years  before  they  were  much  cultivated  about 
London.  At  this  time  they  were  diftinguiihed  from  the  SpaniOi 
by  the  name  of  Virginia /ufa/Mj.r-^or  baitatas,  which  is  the  In- 
dian denomination  of  the  Spanilhfort.  The  Indians  in  Virginia 
called  them  t^nank.  Sir  Waller  Raleigh  was  the  firft  whq 
planted  them  in  Ireland.  Authors  diifer  as  to  the  nature  of  this 
vegetable,  as  well  as  in  refpcA  pf  the  country  from  whence  it 
originally  came.  Switzer  calls  it  Si/arum  PtTHvianum,  i.  e.  the 
Jtirret  »/ Ptru.  Dr.  Hill  fays  it  is  \  filtaam,  and  another  very 
reipe^ble  naturalifi  conceives  it  to  be  «  native  of  Mexico,

I  cannot  help  adding,  that  paiTages  of  this  kind  are  bnt  weak 
proofs  that  our  poet  waa  converfant  with  what  we  call  at  prelent 
tbifiit  art).  The  pantheons  of  his  own  age  (feverat  of  which  I 
have  Teen)  afford  a  moft  minute  and  particular  account  of  the 
different  degrees  of  beauty  imputed  to  the  different  deities ;  and 
as  Shakfpeare  had  at  leaft  an  opportunity  of  reading  Chapman's 
tranilaiionof^Ofli//-,  theiirftpartof  which  was  publilhed  in  1596, 
with  additions  in  1598,  and  entire  in  161 1;  he  might  have  taken 
(facfe  ideas  from  thence,  without  being  at  all  indebted  to  hii  own 
particular  obfervation,  or  acquaintance  with  ftatuary  and  paint- 
ing, Jt  is  furely  more  for  his  honour  to  remark  how  well  he  has 
employed  the  little  knowledge  he  appears  to  have  had  of  fculp- 
tore  or  mythology,  than  from  his  frequent  allniioiis  to  them  to 
fopfofe  he  was  Ultimately  acqvaiaced  with  either.    Stbkvbhi..

To  jemark  the  folly  of  the  fidUon,  the  ab- 
furdity  of  the  condua,  the  confulion  of  the  names,  and  maa- 
ncrs  of  different  timei,  and  theimpoffibility  of  theeventtin  any 
fyllem  of  life,  were  to  wafte  criticifm  upon  unreCftinir  imbecility, 
open  faults  too  evident  for  detcflion,  and  too  grofs  for  ag£n- 
vation.

A  book  endtled  fViJlviarJ  far  Smelts,  ar  tbi  JFalerman'lfan 
af  mad  Mtrry  JVefiirn  ffentbit,  ttihofc  Tcngtiti  alktit  Hit  Btll- 
tiafpers,  tbij  ne^fr  Itaiii  ringing,  yet  thtir  Talii  are/wiet,  tmi 
•wiU  much  cuntent  yau.     fTritten  iy  kindt  Kitt  ef  Kingfiong — was 

Sinblilhed  at  London  in  1603;  and  again  in  i6io.  To  the 
econd  tale  in  that  volume  Shakipeare  feemi  to  have  been  in- 
debted for  part  of  the  fable  of  Cymlilint.  It  13  told  by  the  Pifli- ' 
wife  ofStaadon  tbt  Grttn,  and  is  as  follows : 

"  In  the  iroublefome  rjugne  of  king  Henry  the  Sixth,  there 
dwelt  in  Waltam  (not  farre  from  LoDOon]  a  gentleman,  which 
had  [o  wife  a  creature  moA  beautifull,  fo  that  in  her  time  there, 
were  few  fsund  that  matched  her,  none  at  all  that  excelled  her;' 
lb  excellent  were  the  gifts  that  nature  had  bellowed  on  her.  In' 
body  was  Jhe  not  onety  To  rare  and  unparaleled,  but  alfo  in  her' 
gifts  of  minde,  fo  that  in  this  creature  it  feemed  that  Grace 
and  Nature  flrove  who  fhould  excell  each' other  in  tjieir  gifts' 
toward  her.  The  gentleman,  her  hulband,  thought  himfelfe,- 
io  happy  in  bis  choife,  that  he  beliived,  in  choofing  her,  he 
had  tooke  holde  of  that  bleffing  which  Heaven  proffertth  every 
man  once  in  his  life.  Long  did  not  this  opinion  hold  for  cur-' 
rani;  for  in  his  height  of  love  Ke  began  fo  to  hate  her,  that  he 
fought  her  death  :  the  caufe  I  will  tell  you. 

"  Having  bufmefle  one  day  to  London,  he  took  his  leave 
very  kindly  of  his  wife,  and,  accompanied  with  one  mah,  he 
rode  to  London  :  being  toward  night,  he  tooke  up  his  inne, 
and  to  be  briefe,  he  went  to  fupper  amongft  other  gentlemen." 
AroongA  other  talke  at  table,  one  tooke  occalion  to  fpeake  of 
women,  and  what  excellent  creatures  they  were,  {b  long  as  they' 
continued  loyal  to  man.  To  whom  anfwered  one,  faying,' 
This  is  truth.  Sir;  fo  is  the  divell  good  fo  long  as  he  doth  no' 
harme,  which  is  meaner :  his  goodncfi  and  womcns'  loyaltie 
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will  come  both  in  one  yeere ;  bat  it  it  fo  &m  off,  that  M0C  in 
tllii  age  Audi  live  to  fee  it. 

"  Thii  MOtlemao  loving  his  wiJe  deafcly,  and  knowing  her 
to  be  free  mun  thia  no civitT  general!  taxation  of  women,  in  her 
behalf,  faid,  "  Sir,  jou  are  lao  biuer  igainft  the  fexe  of  wo- 
men, and  doe  ill,  for  fame  one's  fake  that  hath  proved  falfe  to 
yaa,  to  taxe  the  generalitie  of  women-kinde  with  lightneflcf 
and  but  I  would  not  be  counted  uncivill  amongft  theje  geatle- 
men,  I  would  give  yon  the  reply  that  approved  untruth  deferv- 
cth :— yoa  know  my  meaning.  Sir ;  conftme  my  words  as  yoQ 
pleafe.  Excufe  me,  gentlemeo,  if  I  be  uncivil;  I  anfwerein 
the  behalfe  of  one  who  ii  as  free  from  dilloyaltie  as  is  the  fuone 
fnm  darkoes,  or  the  fire  from  cold.  Pray,  Sir,  faid  the  other, 
£oce  wee  are  oppolite  in  opinions,  let  ua  rather  talke  like  law- 
yen,  that  w<«  may  be  quickly  friends  againe,  than  like  fonl- 
dicrs,  which  end  their  words  with  blowei.  Perhaps  thb  woman 
that  yoa  anfware  for,  is  chaile,  but  yet  againA  her  will ;  for 
many  women  are  honeft,  'caufe  they  have  not  the  meanes  and 
Opportunitie  to  be  difliouell :  fo  is  a  thief  true  in  prifon,  be- 
caufe  he  hath  nothing  to  lieale.  Had  I  but  opportunitie  and 
.  knew  this  fame  faint  you  fo  adore,  I  would  pawne  my  life  and 
whole  eflace,  in  ■  Qiort  while  to  bringyou  Tome  manifeft  token  of 
ter  difloyaltle.  Sir,  you  are  jjong  in  ihe  knowledge  of  womeaa' 
Hights ;  yonr  want  of  experience  makes  you  too  credulous : 
therefore  be  not  abufed."  This  fpeech  of  his  made  the  gentle- 
inan  more  out  of  patience  than  before,  lb  that  with  much  adoe 
he  held  liimfelfe  from  ofieHng  violence  ;  but  his  anger  beeing  a 
l(ttle  over,  he  fald,— Sir,  I  doe  verily  faeleeve  that  this  vaine 
fieech  of  yours  proceedeth  rather  from  a  loofe  and  ill-manuer'd 
minde,  than  of  any  experience  you  have  had  of  women's  loofe- 
qeli :  and  fince  you  think  yourfelfe  fo  cunning  in  that  divellifh 
iTt  of  corrupting  womens'  chaffitie,  I  will  lay  down  heere  a 
Itundred  po,unda,  againft  which  you  Oiall  lay  fifty  ^unds,  and 
Ijcforc  thefe  gentlemen  I  promife  you,  if  that  within  a  month's 
fpace  yon  bnog  me  any  token  of  this  gentlewoman's  difloyaltie 
(for  whofe  {ike  I  have  fi>oken  in  the  behalfe  of  all  women)  I  doe 
freely  gfn  you  leave  to  injoy  the  fame  ;  conditionally,  you  not 
performing  it,  I  may  enjoy  your  money.  If  that  be  a  match, 
make  ud  I  will  acquaint  you  where  Ihe  dwelJetb  :  and  belides 
Cvow,  as  I  am  a  gentleman,  not  to  give  her  notice  of  any  fuch 
intent  that  is  toward  her.  Sir,  quoth  the  man,  your  proffer  is 
Bin,  and  I  accept  the  fame.  So  the  money  was  delivered  into 
Ae  otHt  of  the  boufe  his  hands,  and  the  Jitters  by  were  witncHes  ; 
fo  drinking  together  like  friends,  they  went  every  man  to  his 
chamber.     The  next  day  this  mui,  having  knowledge  of  the 

eace,  rid  thither,   leaving  the  gentleman  at  the  inne,   who 
lio^  affured  of  his  wife's  diaAitie,  made  no  other  account  but 
t(»  wune  the  wager ;  but  it  fell  out  otherwife :  for  the  other 
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vowe«i  eitber  hy  force,  policie,  or  free  will,  lo  get  Tome  jenvll 
or  other  toy  from  her,  which  was  enoagh  to  perfuade  the  sen- 
tieman  that  he  was  a  cuckold,  snd  win  the  w>ger  he  had  laid. 
This  villaine  (for  hee  deferved  no  better  Aile)  lay  at  Waltam  a 
whole  day  before  he  c^me  to  the  fight  of  her ;  at  laft  he  efpyed 
her  in  the  fields,  to  whom  he  went,  and  kiJTed  her  [a  thing  n« 
modelt  woman  can  deny).  After  his  falutation,  he  faid.  Gen- 
tlewoman, I  pray  pardon  me,  if  I  have  beene  too  bold.  I  wu  . 
intrcated  by  your  hufband,  which  is  at  London,  (I  riding  this 
way)  to  come  and  fee  you  ;  by  me  he  hath  fenc  his  commend* 
to  yon,  with  a  kind  intreat  ihat  you  would  not  be  difcontented 
for  his  long  abfence,  it  being  ferious  buftnefs  that  Iceepes  him 
from  your  light.  The  gentlewoman  very  modeftiy  bade  him 
welcome,  thanking  him  for  fais  kindnes ;  withall  telling  hin

'"  In  the  time  of  his  abiding  at  her  houfe,  he  oft  would  have 
fingled  her  in  private  talke,  but  {he  perceiving  the  fame, 
(knowing  it  to  be  a  thing  not  fitting  a  modeft  woman)  would 
never  come  in  his  fight  bat  at  meales,  and  then  were  there  lb 
many  at  boord,  that  it  was  no  time  for  to  talke  of  love-mattera : 
therefore  he  faw  he  mull  accomplifh  his  deiire  fome  other  way  ; 
which  he  did  in  this  manner.  He  having  laine  two  nights  at 
her  houfe,  and  perceiving  her  to  bee  free  from  lullful  dcfirei, 
the  third  night  he  fained  himfeJfe  to  hee  Jbmething  ill,  sud  fb 
went  to  bed  timelier  than  he  was  wont.  When  he  was  alooein 
his  chamber,  he  began  tci  thinke  with  himfelfe  that  it  was  ntw 
time  to  do  that  which  he  determined :  for  if  he  tarried  asjr

preparing  herfelfe  to  bedward,  laid  her  faead-iyre  and  dwJe 
jewels  Ihe  wore,  on  a  little  table  thereby  :  ai  length  he  perceiv., 
ed  her  to  put  off  a  littcl  crucifix  of  gold,  which  dayly  Ihe  wore 

next  to  her  heart ;  this  Jewell  he  thunght  fitteft  for  hi)  tumc, 
avd  therefore  observed  where  Ifae  did  lay  the  fame. 

"■  At  length   the  gentlewoman,    having   nntytrd  her  felfe, 

we,iU  to  bed ;  her  maid  tbea  bolting  of  tne  doore,  tooke  the 
jCtndle,  aivd  went  to  bed  in  a  withdrawing  rooiae,  onely  fepa- 
ratediwith  taxu.    Thu  viUaine  lay  ibll  undei  the  bed,  liAen- 
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iDg  if  hee  could  heare  that  the  gentlewotnan  Hept :  at  lenglll 
he  miglit  hear  her  draw  her  breath  long  j  ihen  thought  hee  all 
fore,  and  like  a  cunning  viliaine  ro&  without  noiTe,  going 
flraight  to  the  table,  where  finding  of  the  crucifix,  he  lightly 
went  to  the  doore,  which  he  cunningly  unbolted  :  ail  this  per- 
formed he  with  lb  little  noife,  that  neither  the  milbefs  nor  the 
maid  heard  him.  'Having  gotten  into  his  chamber,  he  wi Died 
for  day  that  he  might  carry  thii  jewel!  to  her  hulband,  as  figne 
of  ht5  wife'l  dilloyaltie  ;  but  feeing  his  wifhes  bat  in  vaine,  he 
laid  him  downe  to  Acepe  :  happy  had  Ihe'beene,  had  hi)  bed 
proved  his  grave. 

•'  In  the  morning  fo  foone  as  the  folkej  were  Ilirring,  he 
rofe  and  went  to  the  horfe-keeper,  praying  him  to  helpe  him 
to  hia  horfe,  telling  him  that  he  had  tooke  his  leave  of  his 
miftris  the  laft  night.  Mounting  hii  horfe,  away  rode  he  to 
London,  leaving  the  genilewoman  in  bed;  who,  when  fha 
TOfc,  attiring  herfelfe  haftity  ('caufe  one  tarried  to  fpeake  with 
her),  mifled  not  her  cracilix.  So  palTed  [he  the  time  away,  as 
Jhe  was  wont  other  daye:  to  doe,  no  whit  troubled  in  tninde, 
thoDgh  much  forrow  was  toward  her;  onely  fhe  feemed  a  little 
difcontented  that  her  gheft  went  away  fo  unmanerly,  flic  uJiRg 
him  fo  kindely.  So  leaving  her,  I  will  fpeake  of  him,  who 
the  next  morning  was  betimes  at  London  ;  and  coming  to  the 
jnne,  hee  aOced  fbr  the  gentleman  who  was  then  in  bed,  but  he 

Juickly  came  downe  to  him  ;  who  feeing  him  return'd  fo  fud- 
enly,  hee  thought  hee  came  to  have  leave  to  reteafe  himfelfe 
of  hij  wager  ;  but  thii  chanced  otherwife,  for  having  faluted 
tim,  he  faid  in  this  manner — Sir,  did  not  1  tell  you  that  you 
were  too  yong  in  experience  of  woman's  fubliliics,  and  that  no 
woman  was  longer  good  than  till  Ihe  had  caufe,  or  time  to  do 
ill  ?  This  yoo  believed  not  j  and  thought  it  a  thing  fo  unlikely, 
that  yoa  have  given  me  a  hundred  pounds  for  the  knowledge  of 
it.  In  brief,  know,  your  wife  is  a  woman,  and  therefore  a 
wanton,  a  changeling: — to  confirm  that  I  fpeake,  fee  hcere 
({hewing  him  the  crucifix)  ;  know  you  this  ?  If  this  be  not  fuf- 
ficient  proofe,  I  will  fetch  you  more. 

"  At  the  fight  of  this,  his  bloud  left  his  face,  running  to 
comfort  his  faint  heart,  which  was  ready  to  breake  at  the  ught 
of  this  crucifix,  which  he  knew  ftie  alwayei  wore  next  her  heart ; 
and  therefore  he  muil  (as  he  thought]  goe  fomething  neere, 
■which  itole  fo  private  a  Jewell.  Bat  remembering  himfelfe,  he 
cheeres  his  fpiriti,  feeing  that  was  fofficient  proote,  and  he  had 
wonnc  the  wager,  which  he  commanded  fhould  be  given  to  him. 
Thus  was  the  poore  gentleman  abufed,  who  went  into  bit  j 
chamber,  and  txing  weary  of  this  world  (feeine  where  he  had

is  fwoid,  and  fo  end  all  his  miferies  at  once:  but  his  better 
genius  perfuaded  him  coatrsry,  and  not  fo,  by  laying  violent 
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'  hand  OR  himfelfe,  to  leap  into  the  divel's  month.  Thos  being 
in  many  mindes,  bnt  refolving  no  one  thii)?,  at  I«ft  he  con- 
cladcd  to  punini  her  with  death,  which  had  deceived  hi*  trnft, 
and  himfclfe  utterly  to  rorfike  his  hoofe  and  lands,  and  follow 
the  formnes  of  king  Henry.  TA  tliisinteai,  he  called  hii-maa, 
to  whom  he  faid— George,  thou  Icnoweft  I  have  erer  held  thee 
deare,  making  niore  account  of  thee  than  thy  ocherfellowe),; 
and  thou  haft  often  told  me  that  thon  diddeft  owje  thy  life  to  me, 
which  at  any  time  thou  wouldeft  be  ready  to  render  up  to  doe 
me  good.  Trae,  Sir,  aofwered  hiA  man,  I  faid  no  mare  then, 
than  I  will  now  at  any  time,  whenfoever  yon  pleafe,  performe. 
I  believe  thee,  George,  replyed  he ;  but  there  is  no  fucb  need  : 
I  onely  would  have  thee  doe  a  thing  for  me,  in  which  ii  no 
great  danger ;  yet  the  profit  which  thon  Ihalt  have  thereby  fliall 
amount  to  my  wealth.  For  the  love  that  thou  beareft  to  me,  ' 
and  for  thy  own  good,  wilt  thon  do  this?  Sir,  anfwered  George, 
more  for  your  lore  than  any  remrd,  I  will  doe  it,  (and  yn 
money  maJees  many  men  valiant)  ;  pray  tell  me  what  it  is  I 
.George,  faid  his  matler,  tfaisilis;  thon  muft  goe  home,  pray- 
ing thy  miftrefs  to  meet  me  halfe  the  way  to  London  ;  bnt  hav- 
ing her  by  the  way,  in  fome  prirate  place  kill  her :  I  mean  as 
I  fpeake,  kijl  her,  1  fay  ;  this  is  my  command,  which  thou  haft 
promifed  to  performe ;  which  if  thoa  performell  not,  I  vow  to 
kill  thee  the  next  time  thou  comeA  in  my  fight.  Now  for  thy 
reward,  it  Ihall  be  this-^Take  my  ring,  and  when  tbou  ball  done 
my  command,  by  virtue  of  it,  do  thou  aSnme  my  pbce  till  my 
returne,  at  which  time  thou  Jhalt  know  what  my  reward  is; 
till  thtn  govern  my  whole  eftate,  and  for  thy  miftrefs' abfence 
and  my  own,  malie  what  excufe  thou  pleafe ;  fo  be  gone. 
Well,  Sir,  laid  Geoi^,  fince  it  is  your  will,  though  unwill- 
ing I  am  to  do  it,  yet  I  will  performe  it.  So  went  he  his  way 
toward  Waltam ;  and  his  mafter  prefently  rid  to  the  court, 
where  hee  abode  with  king  Henry,  who  a  little  before  was 
ihlarged  by  the  earle  of  Warwicke,  and  placed  in  the  throne 
flgaine. 

"  George  being  come  to  Waltam,  did  his  dntic  to  his  millris, 
who  wondered  to  fee  him,  and  not  her  hufband,  for  whom  die 
demanded  of  George;  he  anfwered  her,  that  he  w*s  at  Enfield, 
and  did  requeft  her  to  meet  him  there.

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tUnkcft  thoa  ?  'Faith,  ad&r'u,  fiud  he.  I  thiok  fo  too,  and  as 
Jo  futlf  pei^u«<ie<l  dut  hcTofieoce  delcTvea  thfttpunilhineiit,  thai 
J  pw|K>ie  U)  be  execationcr  to  lach  a  one  iay{e](e  :  Millrjs,  yoa 
ve  tbi»  woman  ;  you  have  fo  offended  my  mailer  (you  know 
beft,  bow,  yoHifclfc),  that  be  haih  left  his  houfe,  vowing  never 
to  fee  the  fane  till  you  be  dead,  and  I  am  the  man  appointed  ■ 
by  bim  to  kill  yoU'  Therefore  thofe  wordi  which  you  mean  to 
iitter>  fpeake  them  prefently,  for  I  cannot  flay.  Poor  gentle- 
woman,  at  the  report  of  tkefc  ankinde  words  (ill  deferved  at  her 
lumdt)  Ihe  Io<jced  as  vnedead,  and  uttering  aboundance  of  teaiUi 
Ae  at  laft  fpake  tbefe  word*— And  can  it  be,  that  my  kindnes 
Ud  loving  obedience  hath  merited  ito  other  reward  at  hi*  hand* 
than  death?  It  cannot  be.  I  know  thou  ooely  tryeft  me,  bov 
patiently  I  would  endure  fucb  an  unjnS  command.  I'le  tell  thee 
becre,  tbu*  with-^dy  profirate  on  the  earth,  and  hands  lift  up 
to  heaven,  I  would  pray  for  hi*  prefeiration ;  tbofe  flioutd  be 
my  worft  word* :  for  death'*  fearful  vifage  Ihewet  pleafant  to 
that  fbule  that  is  innocent.  Why  then  prepare  yourlelfe,  faid 
George,  for  by  heaven  I  doc  not  jeft.  With  that  flie  prayed  htoi 
fiay,  faying,— And  ii  it  fo7  Then  what  ihould  I  deure  to  live, 
having  lofi  his  favour,  (and  without  offence)  whom  I  lo  dearl]f 
loved,  and  in  whofe  fight  my  happihefle  did  confift?  Come,  let 
me  die.  Yet,  George,  let  me  have  fo  much  favonr  at  thy  hand*, 
as  to  commend  me  in  thefe  few  word*  to  him  :  Tell  him,  my 
death  i  wittingly  imbrace,  for  I  have  owed  him  my  Cfe  (yet  no 
otherwife  but  oy  a  wife's  obedience)  everftnce  1  called  him  huf-' 
band  i  bat  that  I  an  guilty  of  the  leafi  fault  toward  him,  I  at- 
terly  deny ;  and  4oe,  at  this  hour  of  my  death,  deiire  that  Hea- 
Ten  would  powte  down  vengeance  upon  me.  if  ever  I  offended 
him  in  thought.  Intreat  him  that  hp  would  not  fpeake  aughC 
that  were  ill  on  mee,  when  I  am  dead,  lor  in  good  troth  I  have 
deicrved  none.  Pray  Heaven  bleCe  him  ;  I  am  prepared  now, ' 
firike  pr'ithee  home,  and  kill  me  and  aiy  gricfes  at  once. 

<■  George,  feeing  this,  could  not  wich-hold  himfelfe  from 
flfedding  teares,  and  with  pitie  he  let  fall  his  fwgrd,  fayiue,— 
Millrii,  that  X  have  u fed  you  fo  rongbly,  pray  pardon  me,  ffx  I 
wai  commanded  fo  by  my  maAer,  who  hath  vowed,  if  I  let  yoit 
live,  to  kill  me.  But  I  being  perfwaded  that  yon  are  innocent. 
I  will  raiher  undergoe  the  danger  of  his  wrath  than  to  flaine  my 
hands  with  the  bloud  of  your  cleere  and  fpotlelle  brc(i :  yet  le( 
me  intreat  you  fo  much,  that  you  would  not  come  in  his  figbi, 
left  in  his  rage  he  turne  your  butcher,  but  live  in  fome  difgiufe, 
till  ttmc  have  opened  the  caufe  of  his  miHruli,  and  fhewM  yen 
guiltleffe ;  whicK,1  hope,  will  not  be  long. 

"  To  this  Oie  willingly  granted,  being  loth  to  die  caufclefle, 
and  tbinked  him  for  hi.'  ktndnelTe ;  fo  parted  they  both,  having 
teares  in  their  eyes.  George  went  home,  where  he  ihewed  hii 
mafler'i  riaf ,  for  the  government  of  (he  hoitfe  till  hii  mafter  and

MiAtia  returne,  vrhiA  he  Jkid  lived  a  while  at  London,  *caiire 
the  time  was  {o  troublerome,  aod  that  was  a  place  where  they 
Were  more  fecore  than  in  the  country.  This  his  fellowes  be- 
iLendf  and  were  obedient  to  hit  will ;  amongft  whom  hee  nfed 
hinfelfe  ib  kindely  that  he  had  all  their  loves.  This  poore  gen-> 
tlewoman  (ntiftris  of  the  hoafe)  in  ihort  time  got  man's  apparell 
fyr  her  difguife ;  fo  waad'rcd  fhe  ap  and  downe  the  countreyi 
for  fhe  could  get  no  fcrvice,  becaufe  the  tine  was  lb  dangerous 
that  no  mati  kr^tw  wbon  be  nii|ht  trafi :  oilcly  fhe  maiatained 
heHelfe  with  the  price  of  thofe  jewels  which  fhe  had,  alt  which 
ihe  fold.  At  the  l;;ft,  bein?  quite  out  of  money,  and  hating 
DOthinK  l^t  (which  Ihe  could  well  fpare)  to  make  money  of,  (bt 
refolded  rather  to  ftarve  than  fo  much  to  debafe  hcrfelfe  to  be- 
come a  beggar.  With  this  refblntion  Ihe  went  to  a  folitary  place 
be£de  Yorke,  where  Ihe  lived  the  fpace  of  two  dayes  on  bearbs^ 
and  fuch  chiogs  as  (he  cpald  there  finde. 

"  In  thii'time  it  chinced  that  king  Edward,  bertag  come  ottt 
of  France,  and  lying  there  obont  with  the  fmall  forces  hee  had, 
came  that  way  with  fooie  two  or  three  noblemen,  with  an  intent 
to  difcover  if  any  ambuihes  were  laid  to  take  him  at  an  advan- 
tage. He  feeing  there  this  gentlewoman,  whom  he  iuppofed  to 
be  a  boy,  alked  her  what  &e  was,  and  what  fhe  made  cbcre  ia 
that  prirat  place  ?  To  whom  Iliee  vtry  wifely  and  modcftly  with- 
a.11,  anfwered,  that  fhe  was  a  poore  boy,  whofe  bringing  np  had 
bin  better  than  her  ontward  parts  then  fbewed,  but  at  that  time 
fhe  was  both  ftiendlefle  and  comfbrtlefle,  by  reafon  of  the  late 
warre.  He  beeing  moved  to  fee  one  fo  well-featur'd  as  Ihe  was, 
to  want,  entertained  her  for  one  of  his  page:;  to  whom  flic 
fliewed  herfelfe  fo  dntifiill  and  loving,  that  in  (hort  time  Ihe  had 
his  love  above  all  her  fellews.  Still  followed  Ihe  the  fortunes  of 
K.  Edward,  hoping  at  laft  (as  not  k>ng  after  it  did  fall  out)  to 
be  reconciled  to  her  hufband. 

"  After  the  battell  at  Baraet,  where  K.  Edward  got  [he  beff, 
Ihe  going  Up  and  downe  amodgll  the  llaine  men,  to  know  whe- 
ther her  hulband,  which  was  on  K>  Henrie's  ftde,  was  dead  or 
«fcaped,  happened  to  fee  the  other  who  had  beat  her  gheft,  lying 
there  for  dead.  She  remembering  him,  and  thinking  him  to  be 
one  whom  her  hafband  loved,  went  to  him,  and  nnding  him  , 
not  dead,  Ihe  caufed  one  to  helpe  her  with  him  to  a  hoofe  there- 
by ;  where  opening  his  breft  to  drelle  bis  wounds,  fhe  cfpied  her 
cruciST,  at  fight  <a  which  her  heart  was  joyfull,  hoping  by  thia 
to  find  him  that  was  the  original)  of  her  difgrace :  for  Ihe  re- 
membering herfelfe,  found  that  flic  had  loft  that  crucifix  ever 
£nce  that  morning  bc^eiiaited  from  her  hoafe  fo  fuddenly.  But 
fayinr  nothing  ef  it  at  that  time,  flte  caufed  him  to  be  carefully 
looked  (Wto,  attd  brought  up  to  London  after  her,  wbitber  Ihe 
Went  with  the  king,  carrying  the  crucifix  with  her.

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"  On  a  time  when  he  wis  a  little  recovered,  Ihe  vient  to  hiiiTt 
giving  bim  the  crucifix  which  Ihp  had  taken  from  about  hi* 
necke;  to  whom  he  faid— "  Good  gentle.')' nutfa,  keep  the  Ikme  ; 
for  now  in  my  mifery  of  licknet,  when  the  (ight  of  that  piflure 
fliould  be  moll  comfortable,  it  is  to  me  rao&  uncomfbrtable ; 
and  breedeth  fach  horronrin  my  confcience,  when  I  think  how 
wrongfully  1  got  the  fame,  that  fo  long  as  I  fee  it  X  Ihatl  never 
be  in  refl.  Now  knew  flie  that  he  was  the  man  that  caii&d  the 
feparation  'twixtherhulbahd  and  her  fdte;  yet  faid  Ihe  nothing, 
uling  him  at  rcfpeflively  as  Ihe  had  before:  onelylhecaufed  the 
man  in  whofe  houfe  he  lay,  to  remember  the  words  he  had 
Jpoken  concerning  the  crucifix.  Not  long  after,  flie  being 
alone,  attending  on  the  king,  befeeched  his  grace  to  doe  her  jo^ 
tice  on  a  villain  that  had  bin  the  caafe  of  all  the  mifery  Ihe  had 
faffercd.  He  loving  her,  above  all  hi«  other  pages,  moft  dearly, 
faid,— "  Edmund  (for  fo  had  ihe  named  herfelfe)  thou  fhalt 
have  what  right  thou  wilt  on  thy  enemy ;  caufe  him  to  be  fent 
for,  and  I  will  be  thy  judge  myfelfe."  She  being  gUd  of  this, 
with  the  king's  antbonty  fent  for  her  hulhand,  whom  Ihe  heard 
was  one  of  the  prifoners  that  was  taken  at  the  battellof  Barnet ; 
Ihe  appointing  the  other,  now  recovered,  to  be  at  the  court  the 
fame  time.  They  being  both  come,  but  not  one  feeing  of  the 
other,  the  king  feat  for  the  wounded  man  into  the  prefence;  be- 
fore whom  the  page  alked  him  how  he  came  by  the  crucifix?  He 
fearing  that  his  villainy  would  come  forth,  denyed  the  words  he 
had  faid  before  his  oaft,  affirming  he  bought  it>  With  that,  flie 
called  in  the  oafl  of  the  houfe  where  he  lay,  bidding  bim  boldly 
ipeake  what  he  had  heard  this  man  fay  concerning  the  crucifix. 
The  oaft  then  told  the  king,  that  in  the  prefence  of  this  page  he 
heard  him  intreat  that  the  crucifix  might  be  taken  from  hisjighi, 
for  it  did  wound  his  confcience,  to  think  how  wrongfully  he  had 
gotten  the  fame.

"  iihc  feeing  this  villain's  impudency,  fent  for  her  hulband 
in,  to  whom  fhe  Ihewed  the  crucifix,  faying,  i>ir,  doe  yon  know, 
doc  you  know  this?  Yes,  anfwered  her,  but  would  God  I  ne're 
had  knownethe  owner  of  it.  It  wa&  my  wife's,  a  woman  vir- 
tuous, till  thU  divell  (fpeaking  to  the  other)  did  corra^  het 
purity, — who  brought  jne  this  crucifix  as  a  token  of  her  lOcon- 
ftancie. 

.  "  With  that  the  kjng  laid— "  Sirra  now  are  you  found  to  be 
a  knave.  Did  you  not,  even  now,  affirme  you  bought  k  i"  To 
whom  he  anAvered  with  ftarfull  cooDtesance— "  And  it  like 
your  grace,  I  faid  fo,  to  preferve  (his  gentleman's  honour,  and 
lus  wife's,  which  by  my  telling  of  the  truth  would  have  been 
■■  '  much 
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milt;])  iDtlamaged ;  for  indeed  Ihe,  beinga  fecret  friendof  minei 
give  mt  this  as  a  teftimoDf  of  her  love. 

"  The  genttcwoniio,  not  being  able  longer  to  cover  herCelfc 
in  that  dlfguire,  faid— "  And  it  like  ynur  najcAy,  give  mee 
leave  to  Ipeake,  and  yoa  Qiall  fee  me  make  this  villain  coafefle 
how  he  hath  abnfed  that  good  gentleman — The  king  having 
given  her  leave,  fhe  Taid,  "  f  trft.  Sir,  you  confefied  befereyour 
oaft  and  my  felEe,  that  you  had  wrongfully  got  this.jewell  j  then 
before  his  majeltie  yon  ajfirmed  you  bought  it ;  fo  denying  your 
former  wordj :  Now  yoa  have  denyed  that  which  you  fo  boldly 
affirmed  before,  and  laid  it  was  this  gentleman's  wife's  gifc— 
With  his  najeAie's  leave  J  fay,  thou  art  a  villaine,  and  this  is 
likewife  falfc."  Withthai  the  difcoveredherfelfe  tobe  awoman, 
faying—"  Hadft  thou,  villaine,  ever  any  Itrumpei's  favour  at 
my  hands  ?'  Did  I,  for  any  finfull  pleafure  I  received  from  ihee, 
beflow  [his  on  theef  Speake,  and  if'ihou  have  any  goodnefs  kfc 
in  thee,  fpeake  the  truth." 

"  With  [hat  he  beine  daanted  at  her  fudden  light,  fell  on  his 
knees  before  the  king,  befeeching  his  grace  to  be  mercifult  aiuo 
him,  for  he  had  wronged  that  gentlewoman.  Therewith  told 
he  the  king  of  the  match  betweene  the  gentleman  and  himfelfe, 
and  how  he  flole  the  crucifix  from  her,  and  by  that  meanes  per- 
fnaded  her  hufliand  that  flie  wai  a-whore.  The  king  wondeied 
how  he  dtirll,  lct>owi»g  God  tQ  be  j  uft,  commit  fo  great  a  vil- 
lainy ;■  but  much  more  admired  be  to  fee  his  page  to  turn  agcn-- 
tlewoman.  Bntcealing  to  admire,  he  faid — "  Sir,  (fpeake 
to  her  hnfband)  yon  did  the  part  of  an  onwife  man  to  lay  lo 
fooliih  a  wager,  for  which  oflence  the  remembrance  of  your  folly 
ispuniihment  inough;  but  feeing  it  concemes  me  not,  vour 
wife  Ihall  be  yonr  judge."  With  that  Mri.  Derrill,  thanking 
his  majeltie,  went  to  her  huJband,  faying—"  Sir,  all  my  anger 
to  you  I  lay  down  with  this  kifle.  He  wond'ring  all  this  w£le 
to  fee  this  Arange  and  unlooked-fbr  change,  wept  for  joy,  de- 
firing  her  to  telL  him  how  jhe  was  preferyed  ;  wnervin  Ihe  faiis- 
£ed  him  at  full.  The  king  was  likewife  glad  that  he  had  pre- 
lerved  this  gentlewoman  from  wilful!  famine,  and  gave  jndg- 
ment  on  the  other  in  this  manner: — That  he  Ihould  reflore  the 
money  treble  which  he  had  wrongfully  got  from  him ;  and  fo 
was  to  have  a  yeere's  imprifonment.  So  this  gentleman  and  his 
wife  went,  with  the  king's  leave,  lovingly  home,  where  they 
were  kindely  welcomed  by  George,  to  whom  for  recompence  he 
gave  [he  money  which  he  received :  fo  lived  they  ever  after  in

»f  England,  and  hii  thru  Daughters,"  A  piece  with  ihe^  fane 
title  is  entered  agaioi  May  8,  160J  ;  and  again  Nov.  26,  1607. 
$ee  the  extrafis  from  thefe  Entries  at  the  end  of  the  Prefaces, 
&c.  From  tbi  Mirror  of  Magifiratii,  1586,  Shakfpeare  has, 
bowever,  'taken  the  hint  for  the  behaviour  of  the  Steward,  and 
the  reply  of  Cordelia  to  hen  father  concerning  her  folnre  marri- 
age. '  The  epifode  of  Glofter  and  his  fons  mnA  have  been  bor- 
rowed from  Sidney's  Arcadia,  as  I  have  not  found  the  lead  trace 
of  it  in  any  other  work.  I  have  referred  to  thefe  pieces,  when- 
ever OHr  aoth'or  ieems  more  immediately  to  have  followed  them, 
lit  the  courfe  of  ray  notes  on  the  play.  For  the  firft  King  Ltar, 
fee  likewife  Six  old  Plmjt  oil  tv^icb  Shaktfftart feititdtdy  &c.  pob> 
liihed'for  S.  Leacroft,  Charing-Crofs. 

The  reader  will  alfo  find  the  ftory  of  JiT.  tear,  in  the  fecond 
book  and  10th  canto  of  Speofer's  Fatrj  ^een,  and  in  the  15th

lb  deteftable  an  original,  and  fudi  &tat  confequc 
tnznners  of  the  people,  who  were  at  that  time  ftrangely  beTotled 
with  it,  certunty  deferved  the  fevereft  lalli  of  fatlre.  It  was  a 
fundamental  in  this  noble  fciencCj  that  whatever  feeds  of  eood 
difpofitions  theinfdnt  unborn  might  be  endowed  with  either  titmt 
nature,  or  traduftively  from  its  parents,  yet  if,  xt  the  time  of 
its  birth,  the  delivery  was  by  any  cafualty  fo  accelerated  or  tt^ 
tardcd,  as  to  fall  in  with  the  predominancy  of  a  malignant  cout 
flellatian,  that  moraencary  influence  would  entirely  change  its 
nature,  and  bias  it  to  all  the  cDnirary  ill  qualities:  fo  wretched 
and  monftrous  an  opinion  did  it  fei  out  with.  But  the  Italians, 
to  whom  we  owe  this,  as  well  as  mofi  other  nnnaiural  crimes 
and  follies  of  thefe  latter  ages,  Jbmented  its  original  impiety  to 
d>e  moft  deteftafale  height  of  extravagance.  Peirus  Aponenlis, 
an  Italian  phydcian  of  the  13th  century,  alTlires  us  that  thofa 
prayers  which  are  made  to  God  when  the  moon  is  in  conjunc- 
tioh  with  Jnpiter  in  the  Dragon's  tail,  are  infallibly  heard.  The 
gvrat  Milton,  with  a  juft  indignation  of  this  impiety,  hath,  in 
his  Paradift  Rigained,  fatirized  it  in  a  very  beaotiful  manner, 
by  patting  thefe  reveries  into  the  mouth  of  the  devil.  Nor 
could  the  licentious  Rabehus  himfelf  forbear  to  ridicule  this  im- 
pious dotage,  which  he  does  with  exquifl[e  addrefi  and  humour, 
where,  in  the  fable  which  he  fo  agreeably  tells  from  ^fop,  of 
the  man  who  applied  to  Jupiter  fur  the  lofs  of  his  haichec.  .ha 
makes  thofe  who,  on  the  po"r  man's  good  fuccefi,  had  projefted 
to  trick  Jnpiter  by  the  fame  petition,  a  kind  of  aftrologic 
athetfts,  who  afcribed  this  good  fortune,  that  they  imagined 
-diey  Were  now  all  going  to  partake  of,  to  the  infldence  of  foma 
nrc  collja^^on  and  configuration  of  the  flvit  "  Hen,  hen, 
P  d  4  difcM 
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■our  own  behaviour)  we  nlake  guilty  of  our  difafters, 
the  fun,-  the .  moon»  and  the  ftars :  as  if  we  were 
^villains  by  neceffity  j  fools,  by  heavenly  compulfion ; 
knaves,  thieves,  'and  treacfacrs,  by  fpherical  prcdo- 
minanccj  drunkards,  lyars,  and  adulterers,  byanin- 
forc'd  obedience  of  planetary  influence  (  and  ^l  that

So  blafphemous  a  deluGon,  therefore,  it  became  the  honelty  of 
our  poet  to  expofe.  But  it  viia  a  tender  point,  and  reouired 
managing.  For  this  impious  juggle  had  in  his  tinie  a  kind  of 
religioijj  reverence  paid  to  it.  It  was  therefore  to  be  done  ob- 
liquely i  and  the  circumAances  of  the  fcene  furnilhed  hijn  witb 
as  good  an.  opportunity  as  he  could  wilh.  The  peifoni  in  tike 
'draoi?  are  all  Pagans,  fo  that  as,  in  compliance  to  cultom,  Ma 
good  charaflcrs  were  not  to  fpeak  ill  of  judicial  aftrology,  they 
could  on  account  of  their  religion  give  no  reputation  to  it.  Bat 
in  order  to  cxpofe  it  the  cioie,  he  with  great  Judgment,  makes 
thefe  Pagans  fataljfts ;  as  appears  by  thefe  words  of  Lear : 

By  all  the  operations  of  ihe  orbs,     . 

From  whom  we  do  exlft  and  ceafe  to  be. 
For  the  do£lrine  of  fate  is  the  true  foundation  of  judicial  aftro- 
logy.  Having  thus  difcrediied  it  by  the  vary  commendations 
given  to  it,  he  was  in  no  danger  of  having  his  direft  fatire  a- 
gainlt  it  mistaken,  by  its  being  put  (as  he  was  obliged,  both  in 
'  paying  regard  to  cuflom,  and  in  following  nature)  into  the  mouth 
t,{  the  villain  and  acheifl,  efpecially  when  he  has  added  fuch 
force  of  reafon  xo  his  ridicule,  in  the  words  referred  to  in  tbc 
beginning  of  the  note.     Warburton.,

This  we  are  to  underfland,  as  a  compHmenc  intended  by  the 
author,  on  the  natural  winding  up  of  the  plot  in  the  comedy  of 
the  antients ;  which  as  it  was  owing  to  the  artful  and  yet  nato- 
ral  introduaion  of  the  perfons  of  the  drama  into  the  fcene,  jaft 
in  the  nick  of  time,  or  fat,  as  our  author  fays,  makes  the  fimili- 
tude  very'  proper.

This  note  ii  written  with  confidence  difproporiionate  to  the 
conviflton  which  it  can  bring.  Lear  might  as  well  kno*  by  the 
marks  and  tokens  arifing  from  fovereignty,  knowledge,  and  rea- 
fon, tha,t  he  had  or  had  not  daughters,  as  he  could  know  by  anv 
thing  elfe.  But,  fays  he,  if  I  judee  by  thefe  tokens,  I  find  the 
pcrfuaGon  falfe  by  which  I  long  tnougut  oiyfelf  the  father  of 
daughters.     Joh  nson. 

1  cannot  approve  of  Dr.  Warburton's  manner  of  pointing  thit 
paJTage,  as  1  do  not  think  that  fovereignty  of  knowledge  can 
mean  under  (Ian  ding  ;  and  if  it  did,  whai  is  the  o !  iTeiVQce  be- 
tween undcrftanding  and  reafon  ?  In  the  paffage  he  quotes  fron; 
Hamlet,  fovereignty  of  reafon  appears  to  me  to  mean,  the 
ruling  ^owtr,  the  governance  of  reafon  ;  a  fe^fe  that  would  not 
anfwer  in  this  flace. 

Mr.  Tyrwhitt's  obferrations  are  ingenious,  but  not  fatij. 
faAory  i  and^  as  for  Dr.  Johnfon's  explanatioti,  though  it  would 
be  certainly  juft  had  Lear  exprefled  himfelf  in  the  paft,  and 
faid,  "  1  have  b^en  falfe  perfuadcd  I  had  daughters,''  it  can- 
not be  the  juft  explanation  of  the  paffage  as  it  Sands.  The' 
meaning  appears  to  me  to  be  this : 

"  W^  I  to  judge  from  the  marks  of  fovereignty,  of  know- 
"  ledge,  or  of  reafon,  I  (hould  be  induced  to  think  I  had 
danghters,  yet  that  mnft  be  a  falfe  perfuafion  ;~— It  cannot  be."

The  difficulty  of  this  palTage  has  arjfen  from  a  miftake  in  all 
the  former  editors,  who  baveprinted  ihefe  three  linei,  as  if  they 
were  a  quotation  from  Cordelia's  letter,  whereas  they  are  in 
faft  the  words  of  Kent  himfelf;  let  the  reader  conlider  them  in 
that  light,  as  part  of  Cent's  own  fpeech,  the  obfcurity  ii  at  aa 
end,  and  the  meaning  is  clearly  this :— "  I  know  that  the  letter 
ia  from  Lordelia,  (wbo  hath  been  informed  of  my  obfcarej 
courfe)  and  Ihall  gain  time,  by  this  Itrange  dilgnife  and  litna- 
tion,  which  I  flialT  employ  in  IJKkuig  to  remcay  our.  prefeut 
luiTcs.

In  Tmiiuj  And  CriJJida,  ^neas,  in  an  expol^ 
lulauoh  with  Diomede,  fwears  ty  thiband  of  Ait  Kioiktr  Ftmii, 
89  a  covert  reproof  for  Diomcde's  brutality  in  wounding  the  god- 
defs  of  beauty  in  the  band,  and  a  fecret  intimation  that  Ix  would 
revenge  her  injuries.  In  Curioltaiui^  when  that  hero'i*  cxif- 
perated  at  tWe  tickle  inconllant  temper  of  the  multitude,  he 
fwrars  ij  the  thuds  ;  and  again,  when  he  meets  his  wife  after  S 
long  abfeuce,  iy  thejealiui  qutta  ef  htavtn ;  for  J  ono  wsj  fup- 
pofed  theaveng'rcfs  of  conjugal  infidelity.  ItiOibtUe,  the  dou- 
ble lago  is  made  to  fwear  lyJoHii.  And  in  tbis  very  play  of 
Lear,  a  Pagan,  much  given  to  judicial  allrotogy,  very  confo- 
tantly  to  his  charafter,  fwears  i

I  may  add,  that  tht  Ftel  of  Lear  was  long  ago  forgottm. 
Having  filled  the  fpace  allotted  him  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
play,  he  appears  to  have  been  filentty  withdrawn  in  the  6th 
fcene  of  the  3d  aft. — That  the  thoughts  of  a  father,  in  the  bit- 
tereft  of  ail  moments,  while  his  favourite  child  lay  dead  in  his 
knns,  Ihoald  recur  to  the  antic  who  had  formerly  diverted  him, 
has  fomewhai  in  it  that  I  cannot  reconcile  to  the  idea  ofgenutnc 
forrow  and  defpair. 

Befides  this,  Cordelia  was  recently  hanged  t  but  we  know 
not  that  the  Fail  had  fuffered  in  the  fame  manner,  nor  can  ima- 
gine why  he  Ihnuld.  The  pany  adverfe  to  Lear,  was  little  in. 
terefted  in  the  fate  of  his  jefter.  The  only  afe  of  him  wat  to 
contraA  and  alleviate  the  forrows  of  his  mifter ;  and,  that  pur. 
jrafe  being  fully  aofwered,  the  poet's  folicitade  about  him  wa« 
«t  an.end. 

The  term — fsorfwl  might  indeed  have  mifhecome  the  month 
of  a  vaflal  commilerating  the  nntimdy  end  of  a  princefs,  but 
fias  no  impropriety  when  ufed  by  a  weak,  old,  diHrafled  kin?  ; 
in  wbofe  mind  the  diftinAions  of  nuture  only  furvive,  while  he 
is  uttering  his  lad  frantic  esclamationi  over  a  murdered  daugh- 
ter. 

Should  the  foregtung  remark,  however,  be  thought  errone^ 
ons,  the  reade*  will  ^rgive  it,  as  it  fsrves  to  introduce  ibme 
Tontradiftory  obfervations  from  a  critic,  in.  whofe  tafle  ind 
judgment  too  much  confidence  cannot  eafily  be  placed.

"t  H  E  tragedji  of  Lear  is  defervedly  celebrated  among  the 
dramas  of  Shakfpeare.  There  is  perhaps  no  play  which  keep* 
the  attention  fo  flrongly  fixed;  which  fo  much  agitates  our 
paflions  and  interefls  our  curiofity.  The  artful  involniions  of 
diHinti  intereHs,  the  (Iriking  appo&tion  of  contrary  charaQen, 
the  fudden  changes  of  fortune,  and  the  quick  fucceflion  of 
events,  fill  the  mind  with  a  perpetual  tumuli  of  indignation, 
pity,  and  hope.  There  is  no  fccne  which  does  not  contribute 
to  the  aggravation  of  the  diRrefs  or  conduft  of  the  aflion,  and 
Jcarce  a  line  which  does  not  conduce  to  the  progrefs  of  the 
Icene.  So  powerful  is  the  current  of  the  poet's  imagination, 
that  the  mind,  which  once  ventures  within  it,  is  hurried  irre- 
Cftibly  along. 

On  the  feemlng  improbability  of  Lear's  condqfl,  it  maybe 
obferved,  that  he  is  reprefeatcd  according  to  hiflortes  at  thai 
time  vnlgarly  received  as  true.  And,  perhaps,  if  we  tprn  oa^ 
thoughts  upon  the  barbarity  and  ignorance  of  the  age  to  which 
this  ttory  is  referred,  it  will  appear  not  fo  unlikely  as  while  nv 
dlimate  Lear's  manners  by  our  own.  Such  preference  of  one 
daughter  to  another,  or  reilgnacion  of  dominion  on  fuch  condi- 
tions, would  be  yet  credible,  if  told  of  a  petty  prince  of  Gninea 
or  Madagafcar.  Shakfpeare,  indeed,  by  the  mention  of  his 
earls  and  dukes,  has  given  us  the  idea  of  times  more  civilized, 
and  of  life  regalatcd  ny  fofter  manners;  and  the  truth  is,  that 
'though  he  fo  nicely  difcriminates,  and  fo  minutely  defcribes  the 
cfaanAeri  of  men,  he  commonly  neglcAs  and  confounds  the 
charafters  of  ages,  by  mingling  cuiloms  aacidnt  and  moderoi 
EngUlb  and  foreign. 
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My  learned  friend  Mr-  Warton,  who  has  in  the  AdvtHlurtr 
very  minutely  criticifed  this  play,  remarlcs,  that  the  tnilances  of 
cruelty  are  too  favage  and  Qiocking,  and  that  the  interveniionof 
Edmund  deftroys  the  (implicicy  ol'  the  ftory.  Thefe  objeflioni 
may,  I  think,  be  aiifwered,  by  repeating,  that  the  cruelty  of  the 
daughters  is  an  hiftiirical  fafl,  to  which  the  poet  has  added 
little,  having  onlj  drawn  it  inio  a  feries  by  dialogue  and  aCtion. 
But  I  am  not  able  to  apologize  with  equal  phufibility  for  the  ex- 
trufion  of  Glofler's  eyes,  which  fcems  an  nft  loo  horrid  to  be 
endured  in  dramatic  exhibition,  and  fuch  a^  muH  always  compel 
the  mind  to  relieve  its  diilrefs  by  incrcdnlity.  Vet  let  it  be  re- 
membered that  our  author  well  knew  what  would  picafe  the  au- 
dience for  which  he  wrote. 

The  injury  done  by  Edmund  to  the  fimplicity  of  theaftion  tj 
abundantly  reconipenfed  by  the  addition  of  variety,  by  the  art 
with  which  he  it  made  to  co-operate  with  the  chiff  delign,  and 
the  opportunity  which  he  gives  the  poet  of  combining  perfidy 
with  peffidy,  and  connefling  the  wicked  fon  with  the  wicked 
daugh:ers,  loimprefs  this  important  moral,  that  villainy  is  never 
at  a  fiop,  that  crimes  lead  to  crimes,  and  at  laft  terminate  ia 
ruin. 

But  though  this  moral  be  incidentally  enforced,  Shakfpearfi 
has  fuffcrcd  the  virtue  of  Cordelia  to  peri/h  in  a  j'uft  caufe,  con- 
trary to  tjie  natural  ideas  of  juilice,  to  the  hope  of  the  reader, 
and,  what  is  j^et  more  ilrange,  to  the'faiih  of  chronicles.  Yet ' 
this  conduft  is  jufti6ed  by  l%t  Speaatur,  who  blames  Tate  for 
giving  Cordelia  fuccefs  and  happinefs  in  his  alieratioD,  and  de- 
clares, that,  in  his  opinion,  the  Tragedy  bat  hft  half  its  hcauiy, 
Dennis  has  remarked,  whether  juilly  or  not,  that,  to  fecure  the 
farnurablc  reception  of  Cate,  tie  lotion  'viat  feifinid  •with  much 
faljt  and  abominable  criliti/m,  and  [hat  endeavours  had  been  ufed 
to  difcredit  and  decry  poetical  juftice.  A  play  in  which  the 
wicked  profper,  and  the  virtnoua  mifcarry,  may  doubtlefi  be 
;ood,  bccaufe  it  is  a  Juft  rcprefentationof  the  common  events  of 
lumah  life ;  but  fincc  all  rcalbnable  beings  naturally  love  juftice, 
1  cannot  eafily  be  perfuaded,  that  the  obfervation  of  jultice 
makes  a  play  worfe  ;  or,  that  if  oiher  excellencies  are  et]ual,  the 
audience  will  not  always  rife  better  pleafed  from  the  linal  triumph 
of  perfecuted  virtue. 

Cordelia,  from 
the  time  of  Tate,  has  always  retired  with  viflory  and  felicity.

again  the  laft  fcenei  of  the  play  till  1  nndertook  to  revife  them 
as  an  editor. 


There  is  another  controYerTy  among  the  critics  concerning  thii 

Slay.  It  is  difputed  whether  the  predominant  image  in  Letr'« 
ibrdered  mind  be  the  lofs  of  his  kingdom  or  the  cruelty  of  his 
daughters.  Mr.  Murjhy,  a  very  judicious  critic,  has  evinced 
by  induflion  of  particular  palTages,  that  the  cruelty  of  hit 
daughters  is  the  primary  fource  of  his  dillrefs,  and  that  the  lofl 
of  royalty  aiFeds  him  only  as  a  fecondary  and  fobordinate  evit> 
ileobferves  with  great  juHnefa,  that  Lear  would  move  on»  com- 
paffion  but  little,  did  we  not  rather  confider  the  injured  father 
than  the  degraded  king. 

The  floryof  this  play,  except  the  epifode  of  Edmund,  which 
is  derived,  I  think,  from  Sidney,  is  taken  originally  from  Geofiry 
of  Monmouth,  whom  Holinihed  generally  copied  ;  but  perhaps 
immediately  from  an  old  hiftorical  ballad.  My  reafon  for  be- 
lieving  that  the  play  was  pojlerior  lo  the  ballad,  rather  than  thi 
ballad  CO  the  play,  is,  that  the  ballad  has  nothing  of  Shakfpeare't 
noiflurnal  tempeft,  which  is  too  Ilriking  to  have  been  omitted, 
and  that  it  foltQws  the  chronicle ;  it  has  the  rudiments  of  ibt 
pla^,  but  none  of  its  amplifications :  it  firit  hinted  Lear's  mad- 
ne(s,  but  did  not  array  it  in  ci re um fiances.  The  writer  of  th« 
ballad  added  famething  to  the  hiftory,  which  is  a  prOf>f  that  he 
would  have  added  more,  if  more  had  occurred  to  his  mind,  asA 
more  muii  have  occurred  if  he  had  iecn  Shakfpeare.
